(Confidential - GLC) In response to a query from Jim Gehrig, 
Staff Director, Senate Aeronautical and Space Sciences Committee, I 
gave him very general information on the Soviet and Communist Chinese 
launches over the weekend. Gehrig said this would suffice for the time 
being, but would like to have a briefing from Mr. Brandwein when he had 
sorted things out a little more. He said he was generally interested in 
our opinion of the significance of the ChiCom launch of a satellite in terms 
of their technological capabilities.
